vascular smooth muscle cell migration, does not exhibit substantial cytotoxicity, and does not 
substantially inhibit protein synthesis. 

Claim 55 (Currently Amended) The method of claim 50, wherein the [locally administering] 
release of the therapeutic agent from the dosage form occurs during or after the vascular 
procedure.
